CJ d7 vho aald that the Nsdlcs bad talked to ASAUSBlB/l and 
vere under the iapreBSlon that he nay be suffering frea a degree 
of seblzonhrenla or paranoia and vaa undergoing psychiatric tests.

3* Consequently, I went by cab to the apartnent at Olaesvanor, 
Maryland, arriving there at about quarter to one. After about a 
half hour conversation In the apertmant, the three of us walked a 
short distance to the Hot Shoppe where we bad lunch. We then walked 
beck to the apartamnt which X left about 1445 hours. 

4. Generally speaking, ABHAHXEXB/l did not aeea tosdlfferent 
fron the last tlna X bad seen bin; If anything, he appeared acre 
relaxed shoved slight concern about the f eras he was filling 
out, Atj^^peared to require quite a bit of penetration Into his 
psy^ and fesdly relatioaships, but X could not see that his con- 
cern was any greater than that of nany tlch^iy controlled people who 
are required to analyze their backgrounds. He seeoKd rational In all 
respects, reacted to huDor, discussed things in a rational way, did 
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cot caapl&in about treatneot or indeed about anything. The only 
I noticed which Might be called slightly different than the 
coxrtent of our past relationship was that be seeaed to refer aore 
frequently to his life is Rigs when discussing things than before. 
?or exasple, in discussing tys^ of hcae beating and Methods of 
hiaiidifying the air, he refesi^o awtbods which had been used in 
the Tarlous places he Imev in Latrla, rather than referring to 
examples frca Oeraany or Sweden which ,nl^t have been leas distant 
in tine. This nay, of course, have been because the content of 
the questionnaire on which he was working drew his Bind to the 
period of life during which he resided in Latvia. 

All in all we had a pleasant two hour visit with interest-* 
lag conver satio n which all three of us participated in and 
which AjBEAVKKYS/l appeared to Manifest no abnaraal reactions. At 
the conclusion of the visit when he nentloned that his wife Bi^txt 
he in Vashington for the week end, I suggested that his wife and 
he Migd^t be able to visit gpl home soaetiaa during the week end, 
but left the natter qpen. 1 know nothing about his present attitude 
towards his wife - he did not say much about her although he spoke 
at slight length about the children - but If their relationship is 
fairly good, I think that it ai^t be helpful to hla in his present 
situation, as well as to us, if be would visit ay hone with her this 
week end, possibly for lunch or dinner. If such Is the case, I 
should appreciate sew advice fren the Hedies as to particular 
ny wife and I night be able to do and observe which ai^Kt help the 
Medics in their handling of this case.
